He thus has first-hand 
knowledge of the work of the American Bible 
Society in Japan, China, the Philippines, in 
Egypt, and elsewhere, and has entered sym- 
pathetically into the life of the missionary 
movement in its many phases. From 1915- 
1917, he was assistant professor of the History 
of Christianity at Ohio Wesleyan University, 
Delaware, Ohio. Dr. 
North served as chap- 
lain in the United 
States Army in 1918 
and 1919. 

For several years, 
he was an assistant 
secretary of the Board 
of Foreign Missions 
of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church and as- 
sociate editor of Sun- 
day-school _ literature 
for that denomination. 
For the last two and 
a half years he has 
been the executive 
officer of the Central 
Office, China Union 
Universities, in New 
York City. “Ine this 
capacity, Dr. North 
has shown un- 
usual executive ability 
in handling the com- 
plicated affairs of the 
home office of the five 
large and important 
universities maintain- 
ing common _head- 
quarters. 

Among the books 
which Dr. North has 
written are the follow- 
ing: “Early Methodist Philanthropy,” 1915; 
“The Kingdom and the Nations,” 1921; and 
“The Worker and His Church,” 1921. He was 
also joint author of “Organization and Admin- 
istration of the Sunday School,” 1917. 

To Dr. North has been assigned as the first 
of his duties, the supervision of the work of 
home distribution.

They That Go Down to the Sea in Ships 


AILORS and “all that do business in great 

waters” have long had attention from the 
American Bible Society. It has supplied Scrip- 
tures to those in the Navy of the United States 
as well as those in commercial and marine 
service. As a result of an inquiry, last year, 
from a representative of the Ocean Steamship 
Co. of Savannah, the Society undertook to sup- 
ply chaplains’ or pulpit Bibles for passenger 
ships sailing from American ports, under the 
American flag. Through the courtesy of the 
Department of Commerce of the United States 
Government, the names of such steamships, 
together with the companies to which they be- 
longed, were received. The resulting corre- 
spondence showed that not a few of these ves- 
sels were already supplied with such chaplains’ 
Bibles—one notable and natural example being 
the ships belonging to the lines controlled by 
Captain Robert Dollar, a Vice-President of the 
American Bible Society. The same correspond- 
ence brought requests for Bibles to be placed 
in libraries for the use both of the passengers 
and of the crew. 

During the past few months the larger Bibles 
for the conduct of religious services on Sunday, 
and ordinary Bibles for the use of the pas- 
sengers and of the crews, have been distributed. 
To signalize the completion of this distribution, 
and as fitting in itself, the presentation of a 
handsome Bible to the S. S. Leviathan was 
made a special event, through the courtesy ot 
the general manager, David A. Burke, of the 
United States Lines. The President and Gen- 
eral Secretaries of the American Bible Society 
met Commodore Hartley, the commander of

In Amer- 
ica?’ He thumbed the leather binding and 
turned some pages, saying, “Perhaps there are 
places I will not understand, and will wish to 
be taught.” As he said this to Dr. Smith, Dr. 
Smith answered him, telling him briefly that it 
told of the Christ of Christians. 

As the interpreter gave our messages to him, 
the interpreter stood with bowed head, often 
bowing very low in obeisance before the head 
of his faith.

Tue American Bible Society produces and 


supplies the Bulu New Testament, concerning 


which the following clipping from the Pres- 
byterian of January 13 speaks: 


“The first edition of the New Testament complete 
in the Bulu language has arrived in the Cameroun, 
and we expect to have copies here in Yaounde at the 
end of this week,” writes Miss Ida F. Reifsneider, 
Presbyterian missionary in the Cameroun, West 
Africa. “Our supply of the four Gospels was ex- 
hausted almost two years ago, and the people have 
been begging for more, for months, so this edition of 
the New Testament is bound to go like ‘hot cakes.’ I 
have charge of the bookstore and school supplies 
here, and almost every day some one comes with the 
question, ‘Has the new God’s Word come?’ It will 
not be long now before we will be able to send them 
away happy with their new book, instead of dis- 
appointed with their hands empty.” 


THE Commercial Tribune of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, in its issue of February 2, 1927, printed 
in its news items this paragraph: 

To date, “Main Street,” which has led the list 
of best fiction sellers, has had a printing of 570,000, 
‘and the sale has practically stopped. Among the non- 
fiction works, Papini’s “Life of Christ” has led with 
a sale of 250,000. But the Bible in a single year has 
had a sale of 30,000,000. In 1925, one American con- 
cern alone—the American Bible Society—printed and 
distributed 9,214,423 copies of the Scriptures. And 
there are many other concerns—one of them among 
the largest publishing houses in the world—which 
specialize in publishing Bibles. The book has been 
translated into 835 languages, and copies are sold from 
one penny to thousands of dollars. One copy of the 
Bible last year sold for $100,000. 
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Three comments on the above may be in 
order: It is only fair to remember that the 
30,000,000 volumes mentioned above include 
Bibles, New Testaments, and “portions,” con- 
sisting of not less than a full book of the Bible, 
such as a Gospel or the Psalms. A single com- 
mercial printing house—the Oxford Press— 
now advertises that it issues a million volumes 
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of Scriptures a year. A single Bible has re- 
cently sold for over $200,000. 


THE Chico [Calif.] Record gives the fol- 
lowing item on “Bible Racing” and criticism 
thereon : 


The congregation of the First Methodist Church at 
Yuccipa, Calif., has accomplished a Scriptural triumph, 
if not a world’s record. It has read the Bible clear 
through, aloud, at a continuous service, in 69 hours 
and 16 minutes, clipping four minutes from its record 
of last year. The reading was done in relays, with 300 
members participating. 

It is hard for an outsider to determine whether this is 
religion or sport. The race for a time record suggests 
athletic contests, and the feat seems one of vocal endur- 
ance rather than piety. To derive spiritual benefit from 
the Scriptures, it is usually agreed, they must be read 
slowly and thoughtfully, with due regard to their 
meaning and with a mind quietly and thoughtfully 
attuned to understanding. 

The Koran is said to be read at breakneck pace in 
Mohammedan countries, but in Christian lands it has 
seldom been considered that there is any religious 
merit in going through the motions of reading the 
Scriptures just to get it done. Is it really necessary 
to enlist sporting interest to promote Bible reading?

ANOTHER clipping, from the New York 
Times, telling of a man who has read the Bible 
through 702 times, has reached us, and doubt- 
less will be of interest to many. 

There is in Brooklyn, N. Y., a man who has the 
record of having read the Bible through 702 times. 
He lives at 1074 Bergen Street and his name is E. C. 
Lockhart. It has taken him some thirty-five years to 
do it, during two years of which time he read aloud 
to a man whom he was caring for eight hours a day, 
reading exclusively from the Bible. And during all 
these years he practically has done no other reading. 
I wonder if that record has been surpassed by any 
living man! There are 1,189 chapters in the Bible. 
These read 702 times means 834,678 chapters. Sixty- 
six chapters a day for thirty-five years would accom- 
plish the feat. From a personal acquaintance | know 
him to be well versed in the old Book. This record 
should stimulate all who read of it to read the Bible 
through at least once. Its age, character, and the 
fine English in which it is written make it worthy.

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Bible Sunday and Other Events in the Levant

HEN Bible Sunday comes to Constanti- 

nople, it is observed on two continents, 

in four languages, in ten churches, and at twelve 

services. This, at least, was the record of 1926. 

Other years may have seen even more variety 

in its observance; for the Christian population 

of Constantinople is much less than it was for- 

merly. These twelve were all Protestant serv- 
ices. 

Four services were in English, of which 
two were held in Europe, and two in Asia. One 
of the latter was at Scutari, a quarter of Con- 
stantinople on the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus 
which will be famous as long as the 
name of Florence Nightingale is re- 
membered. 

Five services were in Armenian. 
One of these was held at the Gedek 
Pasha Church, where for seven 
years the congregation has met in 
an unfinished building. The edifice 
was begun before the war; but, ow- 
ing to the unforeseen cost of the 
foundations and the excessive prices 
of materials and labor after the war, 
their funds were just sufficient to 


planned the floor of the main audi- 
torium. Services are conducted in 
the basement. They are too poor to 
finish their church, but not too poor 
to subscribe generously to the So- 
ciety which furnishes them pre- 
cious Bibles in a language they understand. 

Of the remaining services two were in Greek 
and one in Turkish. The latter is attended by 
Armenians who know Turkish better than they 
do the language of their ancestors. But every 
Sunday there also comes to this church an old 
and very poor Turk, who belonged in other 


days to the Moslem religious order of Der- 


vishes. 


Although he has not professed Christianity, 
no member of the church is more regular and 
devoted than he. And how he loves his Bible! 
The week following Bible Sunday he placed on 
the collection plate at the door a small mortar 
and pestle, carved out of sparkling marble, 
for it is by the simpler branches of marble cut- 
ting that he earns a slender livelihood. 

“When the pastor told us to show by our 
gifts how thankful we were to the Bible So- 
cieties, I was left in sadness,” he explained. 


“For, you know, I cannot show my thanks 
with money. But at home I took up this little 
block of marble and began to work it for the 
Bible Society. Then I found such happiness. 
A man came and asked me to go and cut an 
inscription for him; but | told him I had a more 
important order to finish first. And when I 
had the mortar finished, some one offered 150 
piasters (75 cents) for it. I could have sold 
it and given money. But my heart was not 
willing. I wanted to give this little thing, made 
by my own hands, to the good people who had 
put into my hands the Book of books.” 


PESTLE AND MORTAR AND OTHER BIBLE SUNDAY GIFTS 


Religious Liberty Coming 


The most hopeful event of the year 1926, 
from the point of view of Bible distribution 
in Turkey, was the establishment (at least ii 
theory) of religious liberty throughout the 
Turkish Republic. This came into effect in 
October with the new Civil Code copied after 
that of Switzerland. For the first time since 
the founding of the Turkish Empire a Moham- 
medan who has attained the age of eighteen 
may now profess any faith he chooses without 
risking official punishment as a species of traitor 
if he abandons the religion of his fathers. So 
runs the law. 

In an incident of considerable significance 
which took place immediately after the passage 
of the law, the government upheld this pro- 
vision in the teeth of public excitement. If 
popular opinion still lags very far behind the 
enlightened provisions of this law, that is a 
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matter which time and just administration will 
cure. Once the people are satisfied that, in 
changing his religion, a man does not repudiate 
his country as well, liberty in such matters 
will be as complete here as anywhere. 

Although religious liberty has been pro- 
claimed, religious propaganda is still, for rea- 
sons of public safety, rigorously prohibited. 
That is to say, an individual may adopt what- 
ever religion he pleases. But he may not try 
to persuade any one else to follow the samie 
course. It is a matter of thankfulness to all 
friends of the Bible Society that the selling of 
the Bible, although “suspect,” has 
not been definitely classed as re- 
ligious propaganda. Bible sellers, 
when arrested, have been released 
after brief investigation. Again and 
again the Book has gone where no 
other gospel messenger could in 
times of peace and in times of 
trouble. 

Advertising in the Daily Paper 

And yet, thanks to the power of 
advertising, it has been possible to 
invite people in every city and town 
of Turkey to buy Scriptures. The 
Turkish daily papers have been set 
to work as colporteurs by means of 
a simple advertisement announcing 
that Bibles and Testaments are to 
he had from the Bible House, Con- 
stantinople, at prices named. Actual 
sales through this channel are so far 
not large, but by this means the 
Society is reaching individuals all 
over Asia Minor who could be 
reached in no other way. 

A less tangible but probably more real lene- 
fit secured by advertising is that by these notices 
thousands are familiarized with the idea that 
Bibles are being regularly and openly sold. 
Such familiarity is one of the best antidotes to 
hostility and suspicion. In thus giving the con- 
stituency of various newspapers at least the 
opportunity of buying Scriptures the Bible So- 
ciety feels that it is fulfilling some part of its 
duty towards those individuals. 


Bookshops Sell the Bible 


In addition to sales secured by advertising, 
there has been a small amount of distribution 
in the interior of Turkey through other chan- 
nels. A bookseller in the city of Smyrna has 
kept Bibles on display, though these were al- 
most exclusively Hebrew Scriptures for the 
use of Jewish school children. A Moham- 
medan bookseller in the city of Adana is ask- 
ing to be appointed our agent for that district. 
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Such matters may seem trifling, and yet, as in- 
dications of renewing life, they are encouraging. 


A Mohammedan Theological Faculty Supplied 


Through a friend on the staff of the (Mo- 
hammedan) Theological Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Stamboul, the Bible Society Agent 
was given the opportunity of furnishing Bibles 
in useful languages for the students’ reference 
library. Not only was the gift welcomed, but 
the suggestion came back that the members ot 
the teaching staff would be glad each to possess 
a copy of the Turkish Bible. Such a request 


coming from a quarter which one is accus- 
tomed to regard as the home of religious pride 
and exclusiveness was most encouraging. A 
nicely bound Bible in Turkish or Arabic, each| 
bearing the good wishes of the American Bible} 
Society, is now the property of every professor} 
in this the only Mohammedan school of higher) 
religious instruction in Turkey. | 


The Koran in Turkish 


Friends in other lands may be interested im 
a few particulars regarding the translation of 
the Koran into Turkish. From earliest times 
the Mohammedan religious authorities have 
maintained that the translation of the Korar 
into any language other than Arabic would be 
sacrilege, as any translation would not only fail 
to reproduce the exact sense, but would actuall 
give rise to implications differing from thos 
of the sacred original. But, within the las 
three years, the Turkish Government lifted it 
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ban on the publication of such a translation; 
with the result that despite ecclesiastical out- 
cries three translations of the Koran into 
Turkish have been put on the market. It is 
reliably stated that some fourteen thousand 
copies of these Turkish Korans have been sold. 

Some Christian missionaries are finding the 
translated Koran a helpful ally. Turks whe 
heard the sounding Arabic of the Koran with- 
out understanding anything of its meaning 
imagined it to be charged with tremendous and 
mystic meanings. But in translation most of 
that ascribed grandeur disappears. It is some- 
times sufficient to place a Koran and a Testa- 
ment in the hands of a reader and leave him 
to draw his own conclusions. 


Two New Fields 


During 1926 two new fields received atten- 
tion from Constantinople. One was the Soviet 
Republic of Armenia. For some years the im- 
portation of religious literature into Armenia 
has been prohibited with much the same zeal 
that the United States would employ against 
Bolshevik literature. But this year it became 
possible to release for distribution a small stock 
of Bibles which had been sent into Armenia 
previous to the Bolshevik régime. These Scrip- 
tures are being eagerly received. 

The other new field to receive attention was 
France, whither some sixty thousand Arme- 
nians have migrated during the past four years. 
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In the new land, their economic condition was 
greatly improved; but the spiritual attitude of 
the majority was one of apathy or despair. 
After passing through tribulations such as per- 
haps no other nation has experienced in mod- 
ern times, they found themselves aliens and 
exiles in a land which accepted their labor while 
denying all their religious and cultural tradi- 
tions. Their too few priests were for the most 
part men lacking the evangelical viewpoint, 
whose horizon of duty was bounded by the 
profits to be obtained from the administration 
of the sacraments. Lacking religious leaders 
and in bitterness of spirit the people as a whole 
set their faces toward unbelief and material- 
ism. Finally, the French Protestant mission- 
ary society “L’Action Chrétienne en Orient’ 
organized a small work among them under 
Armenian leadership. There developed an 
immediate demand for Bibles in Armenian and 
in Turkish printed in Armenian characters, both 
of which are issues of the American Bible So- 
ciety. Under arrangements concluded by Dr. 
Boyd with the Société Evangélique de Geneve, 
which is aiding this work in Marseilles and 
vicinity, the Armenians have been able to sup- 
ply their needs from the Constantinople and 
Beirut depots. These Scriptures are circu- 
lated entirely by their own colporteurs and 
pastors. This work may well prove to be one 
of the most fruitful in which the Levant 
Agency has a part. 


Scriptures to New Citizens

HE American Bible Society took advan- 
tage of an unusual opportunity for the 
distribution of Scriptures to immigrants when 
nearly one hundred aliens, representing twenty- 
two countries, were sworn in as citizens of the 
United States in the Federal Court at Dallas on 
the thirty-first of January. 
Judge William H. Atwell, United States dis-

prominent Methodist layman, and it was 
through his courtesy that we were privileged 
to present each newly made citizen with the 
Book of Exodus and with the Book of ae 
gave Exodus, because in it are found the two 
greatest commandments: “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy mind”; and “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

We were permitted to explain why we gave 
these particular books, the one from the Old, 


and the other from the New Testament. Judge 
Atwell prepared the way for the presentation 
of Scriptures in a very effective brief address, 
calling attention to the large part the Bible has 
played in the making of our nation. 

“You do not have to believe in the Bible in 
order to become an American citizen, nor are 
you compelled to believe in the God it reveals,” 
he said; “but I want to say to you that every 
great movement of our country has received 
its baptism in the Holy Scriptures. [ com- 
mend it to you as a rule of faith and practice.” 

The nations represented were: Great Britain, 
Ireland, Czechoslovak Republic, Greece, Aus- 
tria, Turkey, Hungary, Switzerland, Syria, 
Germany, Italy, Russia, France, Kingdom of 
Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, Norway, Poland, 
Sweden, Bulgaria, Roumania, and Belgium. 

It is interesting to know that the largest num- 
ber of applicants, twenty to be exact, came from 
Greece. 
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Accounting for His Stewardship 


The Rev. Frank P. Parkin, D.D., Secretary of the Atlantic Agency, has sent in an interesting 
report from one of his sub-Agencies out of which the following is taken. 


HE Rev. Dr. David Jones, who is in 

charge of our depository at Scranton, 
has given a good account of his stewardship. 
His long residence as a pastor in this anthracite 
section has well qualified him to maintain a 
deep interest in the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures. He writes as follows: 

“I am a novice at the business of giving 
impressions and experiences of my stewardship 
as the representative of this branch of the 
American Bible Society. I came to this work 
from the active ministry of the Congregational 
Church, after being fully engaged as pastor of 
three churches for forty years. I have fol- 
lowed in the train of worthy, faithful, devoted 
veterans, my immediate predecessor being the 
Rev. H. G. Harned, who, after having served 
this iocal Agency upwards of twenty-six years, 
at the ripe age of eighty-five and as the result 
of impaired health and declining strength, de- 
sired to be relieved. The local society, with 
your cooperation as the Secretary of the At- 
lantic Agency, met his wishes, acknowledged 
gratefully his loyalty to his trust, and appointed 
your servant as his successor July 1, 1924. 

“Most willingly do I confess that others have 
labored diligently for seventy-one years in this 
locality, and have broken the fallow ground and 
have reaped a harvest that is only an earnest 
of a much richer and larger one if we faint not. 
This field, in the heart of the anthracite region, 
gets riper and whiter for the harvest from day 
to day. I have had a wider and a clearer vision 
from various angles of the desire of people to 
become acquainted with the Word of life, than 
it was possible for me in my active ministry. 


Encouraging Signs 


“Tn these years of apathy in religious matters 
there are many encouraging signs that the Word 
of God is not to return to him void. There 
are groups of men and women in towns and vil- 
lages in these valleys who are congregating in 
their homes to read the Bible and are forming 
missions and hiring halls and building churches, 
of which there are many established in the past 
six or eight years. These are virtually foreign 
mission stations in our homeland. The adher- 
ents of these missions come to this depository 
and others, and are handling the ‘Word as a 
pearl of great price,’ and are, according to 
their ability, purchasing the best editions that 
are published. 


The Joy of Service 


“Since I have been engaged in this work, 
I have had several illustrations of the joy of 
service and the desire that people have to do 
all they can, to share with others the knowledge 
they have of God’s love and plan of redemp- 
tion as revealed to them in the Bible. 

“One morning as I sat in the office, a sister 
came in, neatly but modestly dressed as if she 
had come in hurriedly on an errand. Her ac- 
cent betrayed her to be one of those whom we 
call foreigners. She told me she had a certain 
sum of money for which she wanted me to 
give for it all I could of the Gospels in Italian 
and Polish and a few copies of the Psalms in 
English. In taking a second look at her, I 
apologized for asking her what she wanted 
them for. She told me that she was visiting 
occasionally our jail, and that she dis- 
tributed these portions among the people 
she found there. The majority of the 
inmates would accept any portion offered 
them, but that the favorite and indeed the only 
portion the Jew would accept was the Psalms. 

“The conversation became interesting, and 
I grew bolder in my inquiries. I asked if she 
spent her own money in buying these portions, 
and she answered instantly without hesitation, 
that a wealthy lady from the hill section of our 
city was furnishing the funds. At once it 
dawned on me that this lady ordinarily dressed 
was giving her time to do service and visiting 
places that the other sister could not afford to 
do; while the other, in giving of her wealth 
to buy these portions, was doing a great service 
to mankind. So that the rich and the poor 
are cooperating to do God’s will in the distri- 
bution of the Bible, one giving riches, the other 
giving time and service. 


A Friend of God 


“T received a letter one morning by mail and, 
opening it, found no writing inside, but a small 
piece of yellow paper—a portion of a handbill 
used in the country to advertise auctions that 
take place periodically in agricultural districts. 
Folded in this piece of paper was a five-dollar 
bill. I turned it over and over in an attempt 
to discover some writing or address, that I 
might use to acknowledge the giver, but I 
failed to find anything save these words written 
with a lead pencil, ‘A Friend of God.’ In look- 
ing minutely on the envelope, I found printed 
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thereon ‘Locust Farm,’ but the name of the 
place was intentionally concealed by heavy 
marking of black ink. I did not wish to accept 
the gift for this blessed work without making 
an extra effort to find the sender and thank 
him for his gift. I filled a blank receipt— 
‘Received from a Friend of God—Five Dol- 
lars ($5) for the Lackawanna Bible Society,’ 
and sent it almost at random to a place that ! 
had tried to decipher. But all was in vain. In 
a number of days the letter came back un- 
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claimed and for better address. Evidently 
this ‘Friend of God’ is also a friend of his 
Word and carries out literally the injunction in 
the Master’s great sermon (Matt. 6:1-4). His 
contribution for the Bible work was given in 
secret, and we have strong faith in the promise 
that ‘Thy Father which seeth in secret shal’ 
reward thee openly.’ The envelope and the 
yellow paper are still on this desk, while the 
dollars have been sent out to work in the chan- 
nels ordained by the American Bible Society.” 


Incidents from the La Plata Agency

A Valuable Donation 
MAN was converted, during the year, 
through Bible reading. In order to show 
his gratefulness for the benefit received, he 
went to his pastor and donated a “Ford,” re- 
questing us to furnish the books necessary for 
an extended trip into the interior,—which we 
gladly did. The pastor is now a happy mis- 
sionary, able to do good work among his own 
people, and helping us in the distribution of 
the Word. 

A prominent business man called 
on us last month. He has been a 
member of the church for many 
years, but was not really converted. 
Some time ago a lady missionary 
came to this country to do evangelis- 
tic work, and he was gloriously con- 
verted. He has now given up his 
business, and informed us that he 
wants to devote the rest of his life 
to colportage work. We had been 
praying a great deal for his conver- 
sion, and are now very glad that he 
is to cooperate with us in this 
blessed work. 


Uruguay 


Uruguay is the smallest but the 
most progressive country in South America. 
The population reaches nearly two millions of 
people. We have given special attention to 
Uruguay during the year. The splendid Bible 
coach which the Waldensians donated to our 
Society, in memory of my father, the Rev. F. G. 
Penzotti, has helped us greatly. I have traveled 
very extensively over all the republic, making in 
all six trips, selling some 400 Bibles, 500 Testa- 
ments, and 5,000 Gospels. 

Our work with the Bible coach consists in 


visiting the remote places, especially in the 
North, reaching farms (estancias) where our 
colporteurs have not been able to work on 
account of the distances. We carry with us, 
also, a good lantern, with slides illustrating our 
work all over the world; also pictures on tlie 
life of Christ. The largest congregations in 
Uruguay have met around our Bible coach, 
sometimes over five hundred people. At the 
close of the service we sell our books. 
Uruguay is now ready for a special evan-

gelistic campaign, and we are glad to repori 
that, while we are writing our annual report, 
Mr. Strachan is in that republic, making prep- 
arations for a campaign, taking with him a large 
tent. It will be our privilege to go with him 
in that campaign, with Bibles, and help in this 
important work. 

The colportage work in the capital, Monte- 
video, is carried on by our faithful colporteur 
Antonio Fidalgo, who, with his bicycle, is a 
well-known figure all over the great city. His 
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sales are always good. Mr. Chaplin, our sub- 
Agent, since his return from furlough in Eng- 
land, has been in Uruguay, in charge of the 
Bible coach. 


Paraguay 


We were glad of the opportunity offered us 
this year of making a special campaign in 
Paraguay, thanks to the generosity of a Walden- 
sian, Mr. Forneron, who has been living in 
that country for the last twenty-eight years. 
He went there a poor man, but today has over 
ten leagues of land and 20,000 head of cattle. 
He lives in Misiones, has a wife, fifteen children 
and forty-five grandchildren. He invited us 
in May to visit Paraguay. 

We spent two weeks at his “estancia,” 
preaching the gospel for the first time to many 
people who had never heard it before. We 
baptized twenty-two children and married six 
couples. Mr. Fornero’s mother, who is ninety- 
two years old, was glad to hear the gospel 
preached after twenty-eight years of living in 
that wild country. We saw the remains of 
two great Catholic churches which had been 
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abandoned, years ago. The images from those 
churches are scattered all over that section of 
the country, awaiting the building of new 
churches. No Protestant work of any kind 
is being carried on in that section of Paraguay. 

We next visited the northern part of the re- 
public, the famous “Chaco,” where we found 
a very important colony of Mennonites. 1 had 
met one of the leading lawyers of Paraguay 
who informed me that these good people had 
bought 300 leagues of valuable land in “El 
Chaco”; that they were building good hotels, 
railroads, etc., and that they expect to bring 
about 40,000 colonists from Canada and Russia. 
Several thousands of them are already in Para- 
guay, and many more are on the way. It will 
be a great blessing to Paraguay. What we 
hope is that they will bring their religion along 
with them, and keep it, and not do as very often 
is done by Americans and English who come 
here, and seem to leave their religion at home. 

Paraguay has so far been sadly neglected by 
the evangelical churches in general, and the 
coming of the Mennonites ought to help us all 
in spreading the gospel in this republic.
